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SOME IRISH 


PUNCTURES AND POETRY. 
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(By W. M. VERSCHOYLE.) 


HE pilgrim instinct seems one of the 

oldest and most deep-rooted instincts 

of the heart. I wonder who were the first 

pilgrims and where they went. This is 

certain—that they said, as they returned 

home, “Let us go for a _ pilgrimage 
again!” : 

The pilgrim instinct is born of two 
honest parents—piety and adventuye. All 
through life we make hallowed spots for 
meen atl and we rightly respect the 
hallowed spots of others, made wonderful 
by saint or martyr, by hero or by heroine, 
or by, as like as not, some writer whose 
vision we long to see as he saw it in the 

lace where he wrote. That gaiety and 
econ find a part in pious pilgrimage 
we have been shown by that enchanter 
pilgrim, Chaucer; but how far pilgrims 
can be gay in the austere ways of Lough 
Derg or climbing the stones of Croagh 
Patrick, I do not know. These are severe 
pilgrimages, indeed. | 

1 write now of pleasant journeys 
inspired by the wish to see ancient and 
holy places in Ireland, or by a longing to 
look at mountains and glens known in 
imagination from book lore. There is a 
delightful little book in the Everyman 
Edition, a “Literary Atlas” which 
includes guides to the Hardy country, to 
Brontéland, to the Poets’ Lake District. 
It is an invaluable book and I wish that 
Mr. Stephen Gwynn would do the same by 
Ireland. 

Long ago, with a precious, much-marked 
copy of ‘‘The Celtic Twilight” and a 
bicyéle that punctured once every ten or 
twenty miles, I travelled the Yeats 
country, going from Bundoran to Sligo 
through Drumcliff, that “gentle place,’ 
turning off to see the Rosses, gazing up at 
Ben Bulben in hope to see its fairy door 
open. Sligo and its quays seemed 
wonderful in the grey of the ‘Celtic 
Twilight’? and Dromahair, a most charm-, 
ing little town, was gentle and magical 
because of the ‘‘man who stood among a 
crowd at Dromahair.’’ It rained very 
much during that tour, and the bicycle 
punctured often, but nothing of the sort 
quells the heart of youth or pilgrimage. 

Another time—this was a fine May— we 
took bicycles and went to see how the 
“Shadow of the Glen ” falls in Synge’s 
Wicklow. There is such ‘‘comether’’ in 
mere names familiar in beautiful prose cr 
poetry! One could not grow tired in 
climbing the pass that leads to Glenma- 
jure, or on the roads to Aughavanagh, 
Ballinaclash, Aughrim. Synge s mountainy 
herds and tramps and “ Norahs”’

country ? 
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CLONMACNOISE. 


The rain had poured all night on the 
hotel roof in Athlone. It was at the noise 
of a bath running out. In the morning I 
said to one who was a passenger in the 
car: “ It will rain all to-day and all to- 
morrow and all the week. We had better 
go straight to Achill and sit in a hotel 
while it rains—for rain it will, for a 
week.’’ She said nothing, but I saw the 
road to Clonmacnoise in á eyes, though 
we had not been there and it was off the 
main road, and, in short, no one but 
pilgrims would have broken the journey. 

I said weakly: “ You know that Clon- 
macnoise is not on the main road, and we 
shall have to find it, and to work round 
by Shannon Bridge, and... well, it is 
not raining just this minute.”’ 

My companion was a passionate pilgrim, 
and no obstacle would overcome her spirit. 
We took the winding and bumpy roads 
that lead from Athlone to Clonmacnoise, 
regretting that we could not also go to 
Auburn, Goldsmith’s deserted village, 
which is somewhere near Athlone. 

It is well to see Clonmacnoise on one of 
those soft, dreamy days that we call 
“Irish days’’; for the ruins seem spell- 
bound, lost in reverie, by the slow-moving 
Shannon. The place looks forgotten, given 
over to sheep and a rare traveller or two. 
Curiously enough, my memory of Clon- 
macnoise will be mingled with the scent 
of tansy—so sharp and reminiscent a 
scent it is—and with the dim sweetness of 
rocket, white and mauve, which grew near 
the caretaker’s cottage. 

Of the ruins she could tell us little, but 
she had a booklet by Dr. Macalister, and 
what more conld we want? She offered us 
cream to drink and gave us her blessing— 
“that God may send yous luck,” Mr. 
Gwynn says: ‘‘ Clonmacnoise the 
loneliest group of ruins I have ever seen, 
but once a centre of European culture."’ 
Ciaran, St. Columba’s friend, founded the 
monastery in 544. He died and was 
buried here, and the greatest in the Jand 
wished to lie near him. 

It seems impossible that this was once 
“ St. “Ciaran 's city fair’’—so lonely and 
ruined is the place, so dreamy its solitude. 
The sculptured cross of Flann, the High 
King, who died in 915, is a thing to see 
and to remember. After Flann’s day the 
monastery had endless raids, fires, persecu- 
tions till at last, in 1562, it was utterly 
despoiled. 


THE ROCK OF CASHEL, 


An American girl, a writer, said to me 
that, if the Rock of Cashel were anywhere 
else in the civilised world, it would be 
thronged every day of the year. It is true 
that lately Cashel has been a centre of 
interest, but on the day when we visited 
the Rock no one seemed to be taking the 
Jeast interest in it. The little town of 
Cashel was utterly unconcerned. One 
could, by seeking, find a few postcards to 
show its glories, but no one seemed to care 
whether the rock was there or not. Yet we 
had left our main road and spent a night 
in an admirable hotel in the charming 
little town of Cahir just to see it. 
Charming country towns in Ireland {fill 
one with a surprise which is mortifying in 
its way; but Cahir, with its river walk, 
its castle, its flour mills, has a grace of 
its own and a look of dignity and comfort. 
I believe that it owes much to the Society 
of Friends, those truly constructive 
patriots. 

The drive from Mitchelstown to Cahir 
by evening light was beautiiul, but 
bumpy. Still, anything is worth while in 
the way of bumps or discomfort to see the 
Rock of Cashel. One may yearn vainly to 
see Carcassonne, but, if you live in Ire- 
land, you can see Cashel, even if you walk 
there. The Rock, with its ancient 
buildings blocked against the sky in the 
midst of the plains of Tipperary, is a 


sight to hold in memory. 
Of the batldtnes King Cormac’s Chapel 
is the most perfect. It stands intact, “a 


ect example of Irish architecture 
fore the introduction of Gothic,” says 
Mr. Gwynn, “ This little church is the 
best that Irish Romanesque has to show.” 
The cathedral was unroofed in 1744 by a 
Vandal of an. Archbishop, whose name 
must be gaan as long as the Rock 
stands. was too lazy to climb to his 
Cathedral and contrived a special Act of 
Parliament and a regiment of soldiers to 
strip the roof. 
From the Rock there is a fine view, but. 
as you drive away, look behind you and 
see that ancient place against the sky.

Soviet Films. 


SHERIDAN. 


A correspondent writes:—I was much 
interested by your reference to Russian 
films in England, having been lucky 
enough to see some of the real Soviet 
films exhibited by the Film Society in 
London last year.

“The Living Corpse,” one of the films 
mentioned, is not a Soviet film. It was 
made in Berlin. True, it was directed by 
a Russian, and most of the players are 
Russians, but the fact that it was not 
made in Russia precludes it from ranking 
in the contract which “Pro Patria” 
Films have lately concluded for any films 
made within the Soviet. Also, Pudovkin 
does not direct this film. He plays lead, 
and Ozep directs. The trade show, 
curiously enough, takes place to-day in 
London; so I am afraid it will be several 
months before there is a general release, 
and by that time, perhaps, the Conserva- 
tives will be back in power! 

Another British company, British 
Phototone, Ltd., have lately signed a con- 
tract with Prometheus Films, the German 
distributing organisatien, which is to pro- 
vide for co-operative productions, to be 
made partly in Germany, partly in Eng- 
land, and partly.in Russia, 
to make films for this new international 
combine, and Moskwin, the famous 
Russian actor, who enthralled me by his 
acting in “ The Postmaster,’’ is to star in 
at least one of them. The versatile 
Pudovkin will be remembered for his 
direction of the wonderful Soviet film, 
‘The End of St. Petersburg.’’ 


An Ulster “ Best-Seller.”

When Dr. Alexander Irvine achieved 
the popularity of a “ best-seller’’ with 
“My Lady of the Chimney Corner,” not 
many of the readers of the book were 
aware of the life-struggle which had gone 
to the making of the book. In a very 
marked degree it owes much to Sir J. M. 
Barrie, as Dr. Irvine managed to blend 
the materials of an Irish “ Thrums ” with 
the life of an Irish “ Margaret Ogilvy.” 
Without any oí Barrie’s alleged 
‘‘whimsicality,’’ Dr. Irvine did contrive 
a book which was at the same time charm- 
ing and essentially true. 

“My Lady of the Chimney Corner’ 
suggests. that if Dr. Irvine had not been 
so many other things in his earlier days, 
he might have developed into an Irish 
version of J. M. Barrie. Instead, he de- 
veloped into a Professor of Literature in 
Yale University. He had been a news- 
boy, a soldier, a traveller, a preacher, 
and, finally, a professor, but it would 
seem as if the greatest event of his varied 
life was the writing of that popular book 
in which he recounts his early life in his 
native Antrim.

In Clandeboye demesne, Co. Down, the 
seat of the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, 
who is resigning the Speakership of the 
Northern Senate, is the celebrated 
Helen’s Tower, about 
half-way between 
Bangor and Belfast. 
The Towek was 
erected by the fifth 
Lord Dufferin and 
first Marquis’ of 
Dufferin and Ava in 
memory of his 
mother, the poetess 
whe wrote “ The 
Irish Emigrant,’ 
“O Bay of Dublin,”’ 
and other songs 
that still retain 
their popularity. 
She was one of three 
grand-daughters of 
Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan, who were famous for their 
beauty. One of her younger sisters 
became a Duchess of Somerset, and the 
other was the” Hon. Mrs. Norton, a 
poetess, too, and novelist, who was re- 
puted to be the original of the heroine 
of one of George Meredith’s novels, and, 
through her advocacy of certain rights 
for women, left her mark on English 
legislation.

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TRINITY COLLEGE NOTES. 
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AN EVENTFUL TERM. 
From A CORRESPONDENT. 


Now that Trinity Term, 1929, is definitely 
thing of the past, we can make some attempt 
to see its various happenings in their correct 
perspective. The general impression is un- 
usually encouraging. A record number of 
candidates presented themselves at the 
entrance examinations at the end of term. 
and the percentage of high places 3 
was far above the average. Mr. H. W. 
Parke, of Wadham rey, Oxford, was 
elected to Fellowship in Classics, and Mr. 
Eamonn O'Toole succeeded Professor 
O'Rahilly as Professor of Irish. A larger 
and more enthusiastic gathering attended the 
College Races in Trinity Week than at any 
time since 1914. 

The membership of the recently-formed 
Trinity College (Dublin) Association now 
stands at 2,125, some of whom were 
recruited last term. This Association is open 
to all men and women who have at any 
time been members of the University, with 
the exception of present undergraduates. It 
is bogáir ultimately to reach and maintain 
a membership of 10,000. Rooms have been 
opened in Number 5, T.C.D., principally for 
the accommodation of old Trinity men tem- 
porvarily in Dublin. Comfortable chairs are 
provided, and the walls are decorated with 
prints of distinguished graduates, long dead, 
and a few rather good cartoons by “Spy” 
and ‘‘Ape.” The reading-room, billiards- 
room, and so on, of the Historical, Philo- 
sophical and Elizabethan Societies are also at 
at the disposal of members, and the boat- 
house at Islandbridge and pavilion in the 
College Park. Admission to the Jancheon 
buffet. run by the Co-operative Society, in 
the dining-hall is another much-appreciated 
privilege. The Association has adopted the 
old pavilion members’ tie and a royal blue 
blazer, with the University arms worked on 
the pocket in silver thread. Local secretaries 
have been appointed in the various branches 
of the Services. in all the British Colomies, 
and nearly all foreign countries. There 
will eventually be 300 of these secretaries 
scattered all over the world, each forming 
the nucleus of a local association. The 
second register of those eligible for member- 
ship, in which some 4,000 corrections have 
been made, will be published towards the end 
of the year. As large numbers of addresses 
eannot he verified, the secretaries are appeal- 
ing for information from those omitted from 
the list, or whose address has not been ac- 
curately given. An association supplement 
is now published with the last number of the 
magazine, ‘*T.C.D.,’’ every term. 

Perhaps. no athletic club has been so much 
in the public eve of late as the Boat Club, 
which has doubled its membership within the 
vear, and created a record by winning no 
less than twenty-five challenge cups during 
the season. This success is undoubtedly due 
to their adoption of the “Fairbairn” or 
‘‘ Jesus’’ style of rowing early im the year. 
Their performances at Henley after so short 
un experience of the new method were very 
creditable. Last week the Senior VIII. re- 
duced the record for the Bann course by four 
seconds, rowing with two substitutes. Many 
of this year’s senior oarsmen will be avail- 
able next vear, when crews will again visit 
Henley. Two crews are to be sent over to 
represent Trinity in the Head of the River 
Races, held from Putney to Mortlake on the 
afternoon of the Oxford and Cambridge race 
in March 

Last Thursday night the captain of the 
Lady Elizabeth Boat Club, Mr. W. de Courcy- 
Millar, entertained the Senior VIII. and the 
captain and some members of the Jesus 
College, Cambridge, Boat Club to dinner at 
Jammet’s. The Cambridge men had been 
rowing at Coleraine for Lady Elizabeth, with 
the balance of the crew made up of Trinity 
men. Membership of this club is open to 
graduate> or members of the rowing clubs 
of the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge and 
Dublin. Jt consists principally of ex-members 
of the D.U.B.C 

The dinner marked the wind-up of the 
regatta season; for crews will only take part 
in minor events during the summer. On the 
table stood the famous Boat Club seal, which 
takes the form of an oarsman holding an old- 
fashioned broad-bladed oar, with his wide 
flannel trousers rolled up above the knee, and 
wearing a straw hat. This seal dates from 
1835, and is alwavs placed on the table at 
dinners, the old tradition being 
that this one man at least should remain on 
his feet at the end of the evening. 

Later in the evening the chased silver snuff- 
box appeared, and circulated, like port, clock- 
wise, as custom decrees; for the Boat Club 
is the home of tradition. There is the famous 
Pembroke Cup, a huge silver bowl, holding 
about a gallon of rum punch, which always 
precedes the toast of “ Pembroke” at Trial 
Eights suppers. There is also the laconic 
formality with which the toast of the King 
is honoured. The chairman rises, saying to 
the vice-chairman. “Mr. Vice, the King.” 
The vice-chairman then rises in his turn to 
announce, ‘‘Gentlemen, the King.” The 
Senior VIII. wear the royal blue flannel ties 
of the old Dublin Rowing Club and silver 
buttons, with the club’s arms on their 
blazers, and dress waistcoats. Junior crews 
wear similar buttons, but black. 

Both the new Auditor of the Historical 
Society and the President of the Philosophical 
Society are scientists, with many academic 
distinctions. The first is Mr. C. B. McKenna, 
Sch. (Mod.), B.A., M.Se., A.LC.. and the 
second is Mr. W. J. E. Jessop, Sch. (Mod.), 
RA, MB, SAS BC BUA The 
Historical Society, thanks to the response to 
the appeal for funds m connection with the 
Burke Bicentenary, can now contemplate the 
future without financial worrv. 

Four members of the D.U. Cricket Club 
have been chosen to play on the team to 
represent Ireland in the three-day match 
against the Catamarans, which begins this 
morning. They are P. A. Thornton, T. G. 
McVeagh, T. H. Dixon and W. T. R. 
Loughery. Most, if not all, of these players 
should be heard of in other important 
matches before the end of the cricket season. 

Various preparations are being made for 
Michaelmas Term. An attempt is being made 
to revive the Association Football Club and 
to have a team in readiness for the beginning 
of the season. The women undergraduates 
have formed a harriers club of their own, 
which will, no doubt, commence training in 
October. The Dramatic Society has 
planned to reconstitute itself; the first 
step in their programme, I understand. will 
he an amendment of its rules, so that woren 
may join. 


DEBROY-SOMERS BAND FOR 
DUBLIN. 


An engagement of special interest has been 
made by the managers of the Metropole Ball- 
room, Dublin, for Bases Show Week. Debroy 
Somers and his band will be presented. Somers 
is a Dublin man, and is looking forward to 
bringing his band to his native city. Con- 
cerned in the formation of the original Savoy 
Orpheans, he arranged and interpreted for 
them the familiar ‘‘Savoy Irish Melodies ’”’ 
selection. 

In 1927 he formed the Debrey Somers Band, 
with which he has won rapid success. Besides 
fulfilling a contract with Ciro’s Club, he per- 
formed for thirty-four consecutive weel’s at 
the Coliseum and Alhambra, and afterwards 
in the London Hippodrome success, ‘‘ That's 
a Good Girl.” e and his band were. in- 
cluded in a ‘‘ command” performance at the 
Victoria Palace, London, before the King 
and Queen.

CORK, Sunday. 
N more than one occasion within the 
past few years Mr. P. J. Hogan, 
the Free State Minister for Agriculture, 
has expressed his high opinion of farmers 
in the western districts of County Cork. 
The impressions he had formed were con- 
firmed by all that-he saw during his tour 
of the district last week, and before he 
left the South of Ireland he informed me 
that the Weft Cork farmers were the 
finest in this country, if not in Europe. 
“They are the most energetic,. he 
added, “ the most economical, and take 
the fullest advantage of the facilities pro- 
vided in their interests by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.”’ 
This was high praise from an agricul- 
turist of Mr. Hogan’s standing, and it 
should be borne in mind that, although 
he spent only four days in the district, 
the Minister covered a large area in the 
course of his inspection, penetrating even 
as far west as the Berehaven peninsula. 
The motor ru from Bantry to Castle- 
townberehaven was probably the out- 
standing incident of the tour and left the 
deepest impression on Mr. Hogan’s mind. 
Passing through the beautiful Glen- 
garrifie district, we drove along a moun- 
tain road. through a portion of the 
Gaeltacht, which closely resembled Mr. 
Hogan’s own constituency in the West of 
Ireland. The barrenness of the moun- 
tainous country added to rather than 
detracted from the.scenic beauties of the 
place. Every turn in the narrow, wind- 
ing road lrought a fresh view of the 
broad waters of Bantry Bay on one side 
and a far-flung ridge of the Kerry Moun- 
tains on the other. 


FARMING DIFFICULTIES. 


In a twenty miles drive through such a 
district one could not fail to be impressed 
by the difficulties confronting the farm- 
ing community, and yet every available 
acre of ground is under cultivation. Few 
of the fields were more than half an acre 
in extent. and in the larger ones two, and 
sometimes three, different crops were 
sown side by side. 

Half-way up the distant hillsides one 
could see small fields of waving corn and 
wheat, surrounded entirely by rocky 
tracts which rendered them inaccessibic 
to horse-drawn vehicles, and 1 was in- 
formed that during the harvest season 
many of these farmers became their own 
beasts of burden, carrying their crops on 
their backs to the distant farm-houses 
across the rocks and ditches. 

Another great obstacle which they have 
to surmount is their distance from the 
market—a situation which has been 
intensified of recent years through the 
removal of the British forces from this 
country. Formerly these farmer-fisher- 
men had a market for all their produce at 
their door, but, despite their increased 
poverty they are a proud race, and, as 
unfortunate events of the past few winters | 
have shown, would face any hardship | 
sooner than seek that public assistance to 
which their condition frequently entitles 
them. 


In 


his tour through this district Mr. 
Hogan was fortunate in being accom- 
pa by Mr. J. T. Wolfe, T.D., the 
Independent member for West Cork, and 
Mr. T* J. Donovan, T.D., another repre- 
sentative of West, Cork, and a member of 
the Farmers’ group in the Dail. Few 
men have greater knowledge of conditions 
in this widely scattered constituency than 
these two members of the Dail. 


HARBOUR. DEVELOPMENT. 


In view of possible developments at the 
port, the Cork Harbour Commisston>ts 
will this week make a wide tour of tn- 
spection of the area under their Juris- 
diction. This trip is virtually a revival 
of an annual custom of the halcyon days 
before the war, but on no other occasion 
has it been fraught with such possibilities ; 
for the opinions formed next Thursday 
may have a very direct bearing on the 
destiny not only of the port, but of the 
entire Free State. 

As was first revealed in the Irish Times 
certain groups of United States financiers 
controlling very ‘arge sums of money are 
desirous of promoting schemes for the im- | 
provement and development of the lower 
harbour, with a view to its ultimate 
establishment as a termina! port for ocean- | 
going vessels. : 

With this end in view the construction 1s | 
suggested of a huge island platform at 
Cuskinny Bay, a short distance [rom | 
Queenstown, where a large area would be 
available for transit sheds, general and 
special warehouses, together with sites for 
important industrtes. 

In addition to inspecting this area, the 
members of the Board will be con- | 
ducted over the important land reclama- 
tion scheme at Tivoli, a short distance 
outside the city. The project is now sufh- | 
ciently advanced to be treated as a serious | 
rival to the Cuskinny Bay proposal, and, | 
despite the misgivings regarding the | 
wisdom of continuing this scheme, to 
which expression was given only a few | 
months ago by certain members of the | 
Board, they are now inclined to favour the | 
development of Tivoli to its fullest extent. 

Here also within the next few years deep | 
water quays will be available, with rail- 
head facilities alongside, and a large area 
for warehouses and factories; but if the | 
main objection to the Cuskinny project lies 
in the distance of the site from Cork. | 
surely an obstacle even more difficult to | 
surmount exists regarding Tivoli in the | 
distance from the sea. Also the possibility 
appears very remote of liner companies 
adopting the river harbour as a terminal | 
port—even if the channel were sufficiently | 
deepened—when their disinclination re- 
garding Queenstown in this connection is 
so apparent.

CELEBRATION OF HIGH 
MASS,

AFTER 390 YEARS, 


Four the first time in three hundred and 
ninety years Solemn High Mass was 
celebrated vesterday amid those ruins which 
remind observant visitors to-day that 
Meilifont was once a stately abbey and a 
fitting home of prayer. Its site, near 
Drogheda, was that of Ireland's first 
Cistercian Abbey. Monks of the Order 
yesterday re-entered their first foundation in 
this land, 

In a natural amphitheatre, girt round with 
trees, a congregation of five thousand people 
joined in prayer and thanksgiving. The 
sweet intonation of the Mass was borne 
across the valley on the breeze, and, save 
by 1, the stillness was unbroken. Thousands 
knelt in the open.

land. Here they saw the fruits of heresy, 
and by its fruits it should be judged 

St. Malachy, who was responsible for the 
founding of -Mellifont by St. Christian 
O’Conarchy in 1142, went to seek at the 
tomb of Saints Feter and Paul inspiration 
for his great task, and from Innocent II]. 

His 
aim was diametrically opposed to that of 
fenry VIII. and Elizabeth, and just on 
that account it brought about a true re- 


torm, unlike the wild and Bolshevistic up- 


heaval which, by a gross perversion of 
longuage, was still styled Reformation. 
NOTEWORTHY GATHERING 

Having explained how Malachy died in 
the hands of St. Bernard at Clairvaux in 
1148, and how St. Bernard was afterwards 
buried beside St. Malachy, Father Gannon 
said that the gathering that met for the 
consecration of Mellifont was the most not- 
aolé that the Irish Church had seen since 
tie old great days before the coming of the 
Danes. It included Malachy s successor in 
Armagh, the Primate, Gelasius; Christian 
()’Conarehy, Papal Legate ; 17 other Bishops, 
und almost all the Abbots of the country. 
The Ard Ri of Ireland and many other 
iieftains attended and showered gifts, 
ipon the new foundation, the importance of 
which they recognised, not only from the 
spiritual, but also for the temporal, interests 

their subjects. 

The most surprising personage in that 
notable assembly was, perhaps, Dervorgilla, 
wite of O'Rourke, Prince of Breffni. She 
save, they were told, a gold chalice for the 
high altar, and clothes for the other nine 
altars of the church. Later she died there at 
the age of eighty-five, and was buried in the 
church. Let them hope that she received the 
pardon of God. She had never received the 
pardon of Ireland, for her ¢tunson with 
Dermot, King of Leinster, led to the Norman 
mvasion, which began an unhappy chapter 
our history. It had its reaction even .in

It took many generations and the 
diabolical contrivance of the Court of Words 
to make any impression on the ‘Catholic faith 
even of those Anglo-frish families who yet 
politically were most cravenly subservient to 
ingland., 

There was something in that long and 
strong tradition of orthodoxy going back to 
Patrick which made heresy an exotic plant 
here that withered and decayed. It had been 
fostered by the might of an empire, and (od 
knows it had heen sufficiently watered with 
noble blood. But it bad never struck roots 
downwards or borne fruit upwards. ‘‘It has 
had an unhappy past, and it has no future, 
at least in the form in which it appeared in 
the sixteenth century,” said the preacher. 

WORK OF THE MONASTERIES. 

Even to-day the monasteries and convents 
of the Church performed social and economic 
services that were not always adequately 
acknowledged. The part they played in the 
Middle Ages, however, was much more im- 
portant. Apart from building roads, ete., 
they wrestled almost single-handed with the 
chaos and confusion which followed on the 
hreak-up of old Rome.

Writ, but the masterpieces of Greece and 
Home, thus saving for future generations a 
priceless literary heritage. 

They in Ireland owea to the Cistercians the 
introduction of Gothic architecture. Melli- 
tont, St. Mary's, Jerpoint, Heuly Cross, Tin- 
tern, Boyle, and many more abbeys here and 
in Kngland bore testimony to their skill. 
‘their coming meant a revolution in the art of 
building. ‘Lhere work became a model and an !n- 
spiration for all subsequent builders, and it 
Gothic architecture never attained in lreiand 
the impressive splendour of the Continental 
architecture, or the beauty of the English 
minsters, the reason was that the peace and 
prosperity requisite for such a development 
were denied us. 

At Mellifont, too, the first examples of 
baked bricks in this country were to be 
found. Specimens still remained in the 
Chapter House. There also was opened a new 
era for farming and agriculture. The Celtic 
tribes, relied largely on flocks and herds, and 
some -tillage, but the monks tilled on a scale 
and with a science hitherto unknown. Far 
more important was their spiritual] influence. 
They were the schools of their time, and 
often were the nucleus of later universities. 
In them the sons of the nobility were 
educated, and the priesthood of the church 
was prepred for its high function. From the 
orders were taken, far more frequently than 
to-day, the bshops and Popes of the middle 
ages. 

: SUPPRESSION. 

Mellifont saw many vicissitudes in its career. 
There were times of trouble—chiefly due to 
racial differences; but thee was no proof that 
at any time it had wholly forgotten its high 
traditions, or failed to perform splendid ser 
vices. No accusation of misconduct was made 
against the monks of Ireland, but rather they 
found Cromwell's own agents writing to him 
that at least six monastic institutions in the 
Pale must be preserved, because they could 
not be replaced Ultimately, of course, all 
monasteries were suppressed; for Cromwell 
and his master cared nothing for education, 
or for the sick or the poor. 

Before the suppression, the Abbot of Melli- 
font was the first spiritual peer of Ireland. 
Though the monks sought solitude, they were 
never allowed to enjoy it. The people fol 
lowed them into their fastnesses. They 
loved to live within the sound of the convent 
bells, for these proclaimed peace on earth 
to men of good-will, in a world where the 
secular lords lived mainly for war. 

Continuing, the preacher explained the sur- 
render of the monastery and all its posses- 
sions to the English rule, and the pillage of 
the buildings. In 1541, he said, the abbey, 
with all its spiritual and temporal appurten- 
ances was leased to Laurence Townley, and 
later it came into possession of a certain 
Brabazon. In 1566 Mellifont became the 
possession of Edward Moore, who converted 
the church into his dwelling-place unper- 
turbed by the ghosts of the dead who slept 
beneath its floor. 

In 1591 Hugh Roe O’Donnell spent the 
night there, before his daring ride through 
the British garrison jn Dundalk. Kin 
William also slept there before the Battle o 
the Boyne. In that battle the Moores had 
backed the winning side, and so held the 
ground; but in 1727 they transferred their 
place of residence to the Abbey of Monas- 
terevan, which they re-named Moore Abbey. 
lt is one of the ironies of Irish history, he 
added, that to-day Moore Abbey is the 
residence of a Papal Count, John McCormack. 

The preacher further traced the history of 
Mellifont, spoke of the desecrations committed 
by the subsequent holders, and said that the 
moral of the story outlined was clear upon the 
abomination of desolation reigning in that 
once sacred spot, The Reformation was a 
betrayal of God and man. It breached the 
ramparts which sixteen centuries of 
Christianity had raised against the turbulence 
of human passion, and the indiscipline of the 
human heart. There was evil at the core of 
it from the start, though, doubtless, many 
did not detect this in the confusion of those 
troubled times. In Ireland the evil was 
sensed from the beginning; the Reformation 
was rejected, and in consequence Ireland in- 
curred heavy penalties. —. 

“But we were right, concluded Father 
Gannon, “ and time has proved us right, and 
in our own days we see the fog of war lifting 
from the arena of strife. We see all who have

MEDICAL OFFICERS’ 
SALARIES. 


AGREEMENT WITH LOCAL 
AUTHORITIES. 
ATTENDANCE AT ROAD 
ACCIDENTS, 


The British Medical Association, resuming 
its annual representative meeting in Man- 
chester on Saturday, accepted the draft agree- 
ment between its representatives and chose 
of the local authorities on salaries for whole- 
time public health medical officers. 

There were only two dissentients among 
the delegates voting, and, although there 
were criticisms on details during the discus- 
sion, it was generally recogmsed thai the 
scheme submitted to the conference by Sir 
Robert Bolam (Newcastle-on-Tyne) repre- 
sented an improvement in the attractiveness 
of the public health service. 

A minimum commencing salary proposed 
for the whole-time medical officer ranges from 
£800 in a population of 50,000 to £1,800 in 
a population exceeding three-quarters of a 
million. 

Dr. H. B, Brackenbury, Chairman of the 
Council, said that.the fact that there was 
not a wnanimous chorus of approval might 
be no disadvantage. “If,” he said, “ there 
is a too pronounced chorus of approval it 
may be taken to indicate that the local 
authorities have made a bad bargain and 
again been beaten by the B.M.A., whereas, 
in fact, this is an essentially compromise 
agreement.”’ 

Dependent on the local authorities’ accept- 
ance the agreement will come into force on 
April 1st next for five years. 

ROAD ACCIDENT PAYMENTS. 

The difficulties of doctors in recovering 
payments for medical attendance in road 
accidents were discussed with some humour. 

Described by several delegates as “shelving 
the question,” a recommendation by the 
Council expressed the opinion that, failing 
the creation of a central fund by an extra tax 


on motorists or some system of compulsory 
insurance, either of which methods would 
probably require contentious legislation, no 
satisfactory solution of the difficulties could 
be devised. 

Dr. Charles Forbes expressed Aberdeen’s 
dissatisfaction by moving the reference back 
of the question for further consideration. 

Dr. J. B. Miller, Lanarkshire, drew the 
picture of the country doctor urgently sum- 
moned from the furthermost confines of his 
practice to an alleged scene of an accident. 
In fifty per cent. of cases on arrival he found 
the smiling face of the countryside un- 
changed, either because the topographical 
knowledge of the messenger was at fault or 
the injuries were so slight that the motorist 
or pedestrian injured had gone home or been 
taken to hospital by a passing motorist. 

Dr. Miller added that the doctor often had 
to work in difficult surroundings, and when 
he had finished sometimes a constable, who 
had kept unobtrusively in the background, 
would appear to get a statement. The reason 
for the constable’s modesty was that if he 
had sent for the doctor the police force would 
have been liable for the fee. 

The recommendation was withdrawn, Dr. 
J. W. Bone promising reconsideration for the 
question. 

THE HALT AND THE BLIND. 

The Council recommended that it was 
inadvisable to make a pronouncement on the 
present unsatisfactory granting of motor 
driving licences without a test of fitness, 
because of the many practical difficulties of 
formulating it. 

Dr. Bone pointed out that, in addition to 
the physical problems was the question of 
psychological tests. 

An Aberdeen. amendment. .seferring. the 
matter back was carried, Dr. H. G. Dain 
(Birmingham) saying that there was call for 
action to deal with the evils arising from the 
present licensing of “ the lame, the halt and 
the blind ” to drive cars. 

An Edinburgh-Leith’ motion that heroin 
and its salts should come under legal con- 
ditions as morphine was earried, an amend- 
ment put by Dr. Mainwaring Wright (Mid. 
Cheshire) in favour of removing_ heroin 
altogether from the provisions of the 
Dangerous Drugs Act being defeated. Dr. 
Wright described heroin as a most useful 
drug for certain conditions, “ particularly 
that dry, irritable’ cough in influenza.” 
(Laughter. ) : 

It was stated that there had been no 
heroin addiction in this country, but the 


restrictions had resulted in a large quantity 
of the drug being thrown on the market, 
upon which America was “ feed i 

Submitting a motion in favour of legisla- 
tion for the abatement of unnecessary noise, 
Dr. Grace Griffith, of West Suffolk, gave an 
amusing description of noises in the country, 
including those made by a mechanical pig- 
feeder. 

A West Suffolk man, she said, had his 
nerves upset because in a neighbouring field 
the pigs had such feeders. Each pig lifted 
the lid with its snout as it began to feed. 
The lid afterwards closed with a bang. The 
man had to move away because he could not 
stand the irritation of wondering when the 
next pig was going to have the next feed. 

Dr. Bone asked the meeting not to load 
the Council with instructions fo promote 
legislation, and the conference passed to the 
next business.

The Cotton Crisis, 


A complete deadlock has been reached in 
the English cotton dispute, and it is quite 
possible that every mill in Lancashire 
may close its doors at the end of next 
week. Some weeks ago the employers issued 
notices. to th-ir work-people, announcing 
their intention to enforce a twelve and a 
half per cent, “cut” in all wages as from 
the lst August, 
refused to accept this proposal. They 
demanded the intervention of the new 
Government, and Miss Margaret Bond- 
field, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald’s very 
capable Labour Minister, succeeded in 
bringing representatives of both parties 
to a round table conference. No fewer 
than 140 delegates attended the meeting, 
which was held in a Manchester hotel on 
last Friday; but after a very short talk 
the gathering was adjourned indefinitely 
without the remotest approach to a 
settlement. It seems that the workers 
proposed that the matter should be 
investigated thoroughly by the committee 
which is being set up by Miss Bondfield’s 
Ministry, Lut insisted that the masters 
should withdraw their notices of a wage 
“cut” pending the committee's report.

The dnel persists in some parts of 
Eastern Europe, but has fallen out of 
fashion and out of favour in the West. 
In France journalists and politicians 
resort to it at lengthening intervals amid 
the public’s discouraging laughter. In 
Germany duelling between officers has 
become virtually extinct since the Reichs- 
wehr succeeded the imperial Army. A year 
or two ago the Roman Catholic Church in 
Germany condemned the duel under penal- 
ties from which excommunication was not 
excluded. One form of duel, however— 
though it involves the Church’s ban— 
has been permitted hitherto by the law 
and by public opinion. The corps- 
students at German universities have con- 
tinued to acquire highly-prized scars im 
the practice of the mensur ; and a Heidel- 
berg Court has held that, since the 
students’ weapons are not deadly, the 
mensur does not come under the pro- 
visions of the Penal Code. Now this 
decision has been challenged by another. 
A Jena Court has sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment a student who had 
the misfortune to kill his opponent. Such 
accidents are rare; for the combatants in 
a mensur are padded heavily and fight 
under strict and skilled supervision. We 
think that few Germans will be sorry if 
the Jena judgment results in the complete 
suppression of the mensur. It is true, 
as Adam Lindsay Gordon said, that— 

No game was ever yet worth a rap 
For a rational man to play, 
Into which no accident, no mishap, 
Could possibly find its way. 
Like ‘the mensur, Rugby football and 
boxing are not immune from fatal acci- 
dents; but, although they demand quite 
as much courage, their virtue’ is not 
assessed by disfigurement and bloodshed.

Some years ago, when the evil was only in 
its infancy, a number of Independent mem- 
bers of Dail Eireann were requested to press 
the grievance on the notice of the authorities, 
but no benefit resulted. Our old sense of 
public spirit was rapidly disintegrating; we 
had no longer a Corporation as a scapegort 
for all sorts of sins, and we were settling 
down into an attitude of fatalism. 

The authorities can no longer remain indif- 
ferent to the actual conditions. The toll of 
human life has been too great, and even 
since the publication of these returns it has 
become greater. 

ESSENTIAL QUALITIES. 

Emphasis properly has been laid on the 
fact that seventy per cent. of the injuries to 
pedestrians have been inflicted on persons 
over sixty years of age or under ten. It is, 
however, by no means clear that this ts 
because these two classes have not learned 
the rules of the road. There is another ex- 
planation which will be corroborated by close 
attention to the daily incidents of our metro 
politan traffic. Perfect nerve, unbounded 
resource, and prompt action will be found

Storm and Drought. 


Last Saturday the east and south- 
eastern coasts of England had an unex- 
pected and very disconcerting visitation. 
As it was one of the year’s hottest days— 
in London the temperature at 3 o'clock 
p.m, was 125 in the sun—all the seaside 
resorts were crowded. Suddenly upon the 
tens of thousands of holiday-makers who 
thronged. the beaches between Yarmouth 
and Worthing descended a violent storm 
of rain and wind, followed by that terrify- 
ing phenomenon, a tidal wave. The 
height of this wave varied between five 
and twenty. feet in the judgment, or 
imagination, of those who saw it. Inas- 
much as the sea was filled with bathers 
and pleasure-boats, the loss of life was 
alinost surprisingly small. A boy who 
was fishing at. Folkestone disappeared in 
the tidal wave; a woman was drowned at 
Hastings, and at Southampton a man was 
killed by lightning. On the upper reaches 
of the Thames hundreds of boats and 
bathers had narrow escapes. The storm 
passed as quickly as it came. It did not 
visit the west coast, and the glowing 
peace of Ireland's Saturday afternoon was 
undisturbed. Unfortunately, it does not 
appear that this storm portends the 
coming of the long-desired rain in any 
useful quantities. The drought continues 
throughout England, where the situation 
begins to be almost alarming. In London 
the Metropolitan Water Board, urging the 
strictest saving of water, has prohibited 
the use of hose in garden or garage. The 
Office of Works has stopped the fountains 
in Trafalgar square—less. of necessity 
than as.an impréssive symbol of the public 
need.

They 
are a constant danger both to foot pedestriars 
and to themselves. <A vehicle that cannot be 
brought to a stand-still in critical places of 
this kind should not be permitted to enter 
them so freely and so recklessly.

On Saturday evening more than a thousand 
Scadiish visitors returned to Glasgow from 
Dublin on the Burns-Laird steamer, Lairds- 
forest. They had availed of the annual 
“ Glasgow Fair’ holidays, when factories and 
shipyards close from the 11th to the 25th of 
July to visit this country. Most of them 
being of Irish origin. “Altogether more than 
six thousand made this annual pilgrimage to 
Dublin during the past week. 

Nearly another thousand relatives and 
friends assembled on the quay to see them 
of. The wooden tables used by the Customs 
officials were “commandeered” to form a 
temporary “grand stand,” from which the 
natives conducted a cross-fire of chaff and 
bandinage with their friends on the ship. 
On the vessel itself there was literally no 
room to move. Every available inch of 
standing room was occupied, and the life- 
boats were packed with the earlier arrivals, 
vainly striving to make room for the elbows 
of melodeon-players. 

The majority of the excursionists were in 
the early twenties, and one noticed a very 
high percentage with hair which was 
“auburn,’’ to put it politely.. One looked in 
vain for the last-mmute arrival of the 
inebriated individuals so usual on big ex- 
cursions. The air was rent with shouts of 
“Bee ye next year, Maggie; “Up, Glas- 
gow!” ‘* Six to four the field,” and so on. 

Asked what had chiefly impressed him in 
the Irish capital one of the departing visitors 
pondered for a few seconds, and then sum: 
marised his impressions in five words: “‘ Weel, 
it's no like Glesca.”’ 

Another visitor had been staying in Bray, 
where he had been unable to discover any 
fish and chip saloons.

CHINA TO DEFEND 
HERSELF. 

a Cee 
GOVERNMENT’S CASE. 
From Revuter’s CoRRESPUNDENT. 

NANKING, Sunday: 

A manifesto addressed to foreign 
Governments by the Ministry for Foreign 
\ffairs reviews the circumstances leading 
io the present crisis. 

\fter recounting Soviet..Russia’s “ re- 
peated violations of international amity 
and subversive activities in China,” the 
manifesto asserts that China, as a party 
to the Kellogg Pact, will do her utmost 
to refrain from action leading to a dis- 
turbance of international peace; but, 
should Soviet Russia precipitate hostili- 
ties, China will take steps to defend her- 
self against attacks by an invader. 

The manifesto says:—“ During 1919 
and 1920 the new Russian Government 
yepeatedly published declarations of 
friendliness towards the Chinese people, 
and, in accordance with their prin- 
ciple of universal brotherhood and peace, 
they readily accepted them with an 
open heart. Hence the Sino-Russian 
Pact of 1924 was signed, thereby estab- 
lishing relations between the two 
countries. Since then our Government 
and people have at no time failed to treat 
the Russian Government and the Russian 
people with reciprocity and in a spirit of 
mutual assistance. However, in the 
course of 1927, there were repeatedly dis- 
covered throughout China Communist pro- 
paganda schemes, planned and directed 
by the Soviet Embassy and the Soviet 
Consulates and various other Soviet com- 
mercial organisations, where Communists 
were hiding themselves, secretly plotting 
against the Chinese Government, and for 
the destruction of Chinese society. 


RECOGNITION WITHDRAWN. 

“For this reason the Chinese Govern- 

ment was constrained to withdraw its 
recognition of the Soviet diplomatic and 
consular representatives, in China, and to: 
suspend the various commercial organisa- 
tions of the Soviet Union, in order to pre-. 
vent a sudden uprising of Communists, in 
the hope that Soviet Russia would awake 
to its misdoings and return to proper 
diplomatic relations with China. This was 
why, during the past few years, the 
Chinese Government had tolerated and 
permitted those Soviet diplomatic and 
consular officials and other commercial 
functionaries who surreptitiously re- 
juained in North China to maintain their 
usual functions. 
Suddenly, however, on May “77th, the 
Communist leaders in Manchuria held a 
meeting for the purpose of spreading the 
programme of Communism of the Third 
Juternationale at the Soviet Consulate in 
Harbin, during the raid on which, by the 
authorities of the North-Eastern pro- 
vinces, documents. relative to secret 
plottings for the destruction of the unifi- 
cation of China, the organisation of an 
assassin corps for Nanking, Manchuria 
and other important centres, as well as 
the organisation of a secret ariny for the 
destruction of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
Way, were seized, together with other Red 
propaganda material, designed to prolong 
ternal strife in China. 

Most of the culprits arrested were im- 
portant members of the staff of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, the Union of 
(hinese Eastern Railway Workers, the 
‘entrosojus, the Soviet Merchant Marine, 
the Soviet Far Eastern Petroleum Syndi- 
cate, aud other Soviet commercial organi- 
Sations in the Far East. 


APPROPRIATE STEPS. 

‘ To exterminate the source of trouble, 
the local Manchurian authorities, with a 
view to inaintaining peace and order, were 
forced to take appropriate steps with re- 
gard to the administration of the Chinese 
astern Railway and seal by the above- 
mentioned Soviet organisations, Such 
remedial methods of dealing with the 
situation were within the realm of neces- 
sity, because the Chinese Government and 
jeople, with their tradition for peace, 
would never over-reach themselves, unless 
forced so to do. 

“ Unfortunately, the Government of the 
Soviet Union failed to awake to its mis- 
takes, and suddenly, on July 15th, pre- 
sented conditions contrary to the facts of 
the case, at the same time demanding a 
reply within a specified time-limit, The 
Chinese Government, in accordance with

FACTS IGNORED. 


**A second Note from the Government

“The Soviet Government's violation of 
the agreement is completely exposed. At 
any rate, the precipitation of the present 
incident in regard to the Chinese Eastern 
Railway represents the culmination of the 
violation by the Soviet Government of the 
Mukden Soviet pact of 1924, the machina- 
tions of Soviet Consular Authorities in 
Harbin, and the utilisation of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, including the members 
of its staff, for the purpose of Communist 
propaganda with a view to overthrowing 
the Chinese Government, through falsifi- 
cation of the seals of diplomatic and 
consular authorities of various other 
countries, and general disturbances 
throughout Manchuria. 

** However, China will devote itself to 
the preservation of world peace, being 
well aware that world peace is earnestly 
desired by the National Government and 
by the entire Chinese people. China will, 
therefore, take legitimate measures for 
self-defence, being thoroughly imbued 
with the spirit of the Kellogg Anti-War 
Pact. 

Should Soviet Russia flagrantly violate 
China’s right to self-protection, the 
responsibility for destroying world peace 
will rest with the Soviet Government and 
not with China. 

“The Chinese Government and - the 
Chinese people earnestly hope that the 
various friendly Governments and their 
people will take cognizance of the National 
Government's exposure of various sub- 
versive plots for internal uprisings in 
China, as well as the sinister scheme of 
the Soviet Government for the destruc- 
tion of China’s national unification, 
assassination plots in Nanking, Man- 
churia, and other important centres of 
China, atid the organisation of a secret 
army for destructive purposes, with a 
view to robbing China of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway. -

OUTLOOK NOT HOPELESS, 

Reuter’s Agency has received the fol- 
lowing information :— 

“The Foreign Office states that His 
Majesty’s Government have informed the 
United States and French Governments 
that they entirely associate themselves

are making, by friendly advice to both 
sides, to bring about a relaxation of the 
tension that has arisen between the 
Governments of China and the U.S.S.R. 

“ There is no disposition in authorita- 
tive circles in London to regard the 
situation as unduly pessimistic.

Commenting editorially upon the decision 
of the French Chamber to ratify the war debt 
agreements, The Times remarks to-day :— 
The extent of M. Poincaré’s victory is not 
to be measured by the size of the majority 
that supported him. The smallness of the 
majority is, perhaps, to be interpreted, not as 
a sign that nearly half the Chamber is 
against ratification, but rather as an index of 
the intensity of the desire of M. Poincaré s 
opponents to embarrass him at every step. 

Ever .sincs he .reformed his Government 
after the withdrawal of the Socialist-Radical 
Ministers the Left parties have taken advan- 
tage of every circumstance that seemed 
likely to further their ambition to return to 
office. The ratification controversy gave 
them full scope. Victory might have been 
inconvenient to the Opposition, as it would 
have thrown back upon them the unpopular 
task which M. Poincaré has had to face, but 
criticism that would weaken M. Poincaré 
without bringing him down at once might be- 
come fruitful at the right moment in the 
future. 

Now that Ratification is no longer in dis- 
pute the desire of the leaders of the Left 
parties to supplant M. Poincaré may be ex- 
pected to become keener than ever,  For- 
tunately for the more liberal policy in regard 
to the settlement. of post-war problems which 
he is-nowadays disposed to follow, the Opposi- 
tion parties are already committed by their 
declarations to pacification and appeasement.

ROOTS OF THE PRESENT 
DEPRESSION, 

The Times observes, in a leading article 
to-day :—The complete breakdown last Friday 
of the conference between the employers and 
the operatives in the spinning and weaving 
Sections brings the cotton industry to the 
verge of a stoppage. Only a very few days 
are left in which to avert disaster, and it is 
plain enough that a good deal of hard think- 
ing will have to be done by both sides if a 
lock-out is to be avoided. Both sides can 
profit. by examining afresh, and as 
impartially as possible, the economic issues 
raised by the proposal of the employers to 
reduce wages by approximately 125 per cent. 

Considered in the abstract, a plausible 
prima facie case might, perhaps, be made 
out for some reduction in wage rates, but it 
would be idle to pretend that the appalling 
depression which has hung over Lancashire 
so obstinately for the last éight years has 
been due mainly, or, even in an appreciable 
degree, to this reason. The roots of the 
trouble really He much deeper=+in'the failure 
of the industry to adapt itself to the new 
conditions of world trade brought about by 
the war. Extreme loálsúisaitiis, un- 
organised competition, over - sectionalis- 
tion, out - of . date methods of 
marketing, lack of co-operation between the 
different interests in the producing and dis- 
tributing branches of the trade. These, rather 
than high wages, are some of the more general 
causes of the present distresses. 

The plight of the cotton trade is far too 
serious to justify a purely negative attitude, 
even on the question of wages. The opera- 
tives will, therefore, do well to recognise 
the possibility that: some sacrifice may 
legitimately be demanded of them in the 
common cause of reconstruction. In the 
meantime it is ouly reasonable to expect that 
such a sacrifice should not be an isolated 
contribution wasted on a forlorn hope. 

CRITICAL WEEK IN INDUSTRY. 

The Labour Correspondent of The J'imes 
writes :—In the three industries of cotton, 
wool and coal-mining there will be 
momentous events this week. In the cotton 
industry the employers’ notices of a reduction 
of wages will expire at the week-end, and 
last Friday there was utter failure at the 
conference of the employers and. trdde 
union representatives to arrive at a 
basis of négotiation. An — application 
for a reduction of wages is pending 
in the woollen industry also, and will come 
before a meeting of the Joint Industrial 
Council to-day. In the coal-mining industry 
the matters for immediate decision have a 
political bearing not less important than 
their industrial bearing, and the delegate 
conference of the Miners’ Federation at 
Blackpool will have to decide how much can 
be expected—and demanded—of the Govern- 
ment to retrieve the conditions of employ- 
ment that were lost in 1926.

JAPAN AND NEUTRALITY.

TOKYO, Friday (Delayed). 

M. Troyanovsky, the Soviet Ambassador, 
and the Chinese Chargé d’ Affaires held inter- 
views with Baron Shidehara, the Japanese 
Foreign Minister, this afternoon.

M. Troyanovsky informed Baron Shidehara 
that the Soviet still hoped for a peaceful 
settlement, and undertook to respect Japanese 
rights, and he desired to know Japan's 
attitude should the efforts for a peaceful 
solution fail. Baron Shidehara, it 1s said, 
answered that Japan saw no reason at present 
to interfere. The Cabinet had earlier con- 
sidered the situation and decided that action 
by Japan was not required, 

lf gst has been sounded. regarding her 
neutrality, as appears to be the case, 
Moscow’s plans go farther than was at first 
supposed. The Russians may have determined 
on a forcible reoccupation of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, from which they were 
forcibly dispossessed. The situation is favour- 
able for such a move. Foreign public opinion 
admits that the Chinese acted badly, and 
Japan, who is closely interested in the 
observance of foreign rights in Manchuria, 
seems disinclined .to protect the Chinese

GREAT STORM 
DAMAGE. 
SEVEN PERSONS 
DEAD. 


TIDAL WAVE. 


BOY FISHER CARRIED 
OUT TO SEA, -

A tidal wave which accompanied the 
great wind and rain storm that broke 
over the East and South-East coasts 
of England on Saturday evening 
caused several fatal accidents; a 
number of people were injured, while 
others had narrow escapes. ; 

A woman was drowned by the upsetting 
of a boat at Hastings; a man was 
drowned at Canvey Island; a hoy 
who was fishing on the rocks at 
Folkestone disappeared into the sea, 
and a girl was lost at Southend; two 
men were killed by lightning, one at 
Southampton and one at Leyton 
Marshes; and an elderly labourer died 
from the effects of the excessive heat. 


OVER A WIDE AREA. 


Right from Yarmouth in the east to 
Worthing in the south the effects of the 
unusual phenomenon were felt, and holi- 
day-makers were compelled to dash for 
safety. 

At Bury St. Edmunds a fireball con- 
siderably damaged the spire of St. Peter's 
Church, and pieces of flying masonry’tore 
holes in the balcony .awning of the 
adjacent West Suffolk Hospital, where 
patients were just being moved indoors. 

At Cromer the storm raged until 2.50 
yesterday morning. Although the light- 
ning was vivid and incessant and lit up 
the cliffs in a wonderful way, httle 
damage was done except. for the fall of a 
few trees. 

Mrs. Lilian Pollard, of Chertsey road, 
Woking, was drowned at Hastings when 
the ‘boat, in which she, her husband and 
a friend were rowing, was turned over 
and submerged by the tidal wave. 

Mr. Wilkins, an official of Hastings Pier 
Company, an eye-witness of the tidal 
wave, said to a Press Association reporter 
yesterday: ‘‘The whole thing came 
suddenly and ended again in a few 
minutes. I was looking out to sea when 
suddenly it became dark, and beyond the 
pier I saw what looked like a white wall . 
on the water. It seemed to me to be about 
five feet hich, -tretched along for about 
three-quarters of a mile to the old 
harbour wall. It dashed up the beach at 
a great speed, and in a couple of minutes 
or so had spent itself on the sands. 
Fortunately, the tide was out at the time, 
and the beach was comparatively empty, or 
much damage and probably. loss of life 
would have resulted. 

‘* After the wave had exhausted itself it 
rolled back out to sea again a bit slower 
than it came, and in a moment all was 
again calm, thouch nothing had 
happened. 

““In addition to the boat which was 
capsized containing Mrs. Pollard, who was 
drowned, another rowing boat at the end 
of the beach was upset and its passengers 
were thrown out, They were rescued: by 
fishermen.’’

CAUGHT BY RUSHING 
WATERS,

Among the hundreds of people who went 
out to meet the incoming tide at South- 
end-on-Sea was Amy Vera Hanks, aged 
about 18, of Leigh-on-Sea. She was 
caught in a creek 18 feet deep when she 
tried to get back to the beach and was 
drowned. Her vounger sister, Joan, made 
an unsuccessful attempt to save her. 

An unknown man, aged about 35, 
believed to be a Londoner, was drowned off 
Canvey Island. 

Folkestone was another place. where a 
life was lost and which felt the full force 
of the sudden storm. What is described 
by residents as a twenty feet high tidal 
wave swept like a gigantic wall of water 
over the beach end up the harbour mouth, 
smashing a number of small craft. 

“The beach was crowded at the time,” 
a Press Association reporter was told. yes- 
terday, ‘‘ and when the wave rushed up 
the beach people had to run for their 
lives. Many of them were drenched to 
the skin and were treated at the local 
hospital for shock, but were not detained. 
The sight on the beach was amazing, and 
no one seems to have seen anything like it 
before.”’ 

When the tidal wave swept upwards 
from the sea a boy named Arthur Joseph 
Barrett Balkham, aged sixteen, of Thanet 
Gardens, Folkestone, was fishing by him- 
self from the rocks. The sudden rush of 
water overtook him, and he vanished before 
the eyes of helpless onlookers. 

All that has been found to show that 
he was the victim is his cap, which was 
afterwards washed ashore and identified 
by his father. His body is missing. No 
serious material damage is reported at the 
port. 


KILLED BY LIGHTNING, 


At Southampton a commercial] traveller 

named Moore, of Chamberlayne road, 
Highfield, Southampton, was -struck by 
lightning and killed. 

He was walking with his seven years 
old daughter Sheila across the common, 
having met her and Mrs. Moore at a ‘bus 
stopping place on their return from a 
visit to London. Mrs. Moore was walk- 
ing some little distance ahead of her 
husband and daughter, and so escaped 
injury. Mr. Moore was very severely 
burned by the lightning, and one of his 
boots was torn off and the leit sleeve of 
his coat was ripped. He was _ killed 
instantaneously. 

His little daughter received: burns about 
her arms and body, and was taken to 
hospital, where she received treatment, 
and is making good progress. 

When crossing Leyton’ marshes, Henry 
Richard Wright (23), of Hoxton street, 
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Shoreditch, was struck by lightning and. 


killed. 

Another youth and two girls who were 
with him were taken to hospital suffering 
from the effects of the lightning. 

Remarkable scenes occurred on the 
upper reaches of the Thames in the 
Walton area when the storm broke with 
tropical suddenness. Scores of river 
crait—pleasure launches, punts,  skiffs 
and canoes—which had thronged the 
river’ were taken back to the landing 
stages by the occupants as quickly as 
possible, in some cases the powerful motor 
boats taking a row boat or punt in tow.

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IRISH-AMERICANS 
AT GALWAY. 


WHITE STAR LINE'S 
FIRST CALL. 


More than 700 American tourists reached 


Galway in the past two days, landing from 


three liners. 

The White Star Line made its initial call 
at the port yesterday, when the Doric (17,000 
tons) arrived with a party of 150, under the 
leadeachip of the Rev. Francis Hurney, of 
Wasiiungton, D.C. The County Council of 
Galway presented an address of welcome to 
the captain and passengers on board the liner. 
Commodore Bartlett, of the White Star Line 
Liverpool headquarters, who was at Galway 
to meet the Doric, said that he would report 
to the company what he had seen and heard 
regarding the development scheme at the 
port. If passengers wanted to come to Gal- 
wav, he added, the company would bring the 
ships there. 

Membets of the party on landing attended 
early Mass in St. Nicholas’s Cathedral. The

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GRAMAPHONE PROGRESS | 
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INTERESTING ANNIVERSARY 
CELEBRATED. 

A great number of visitors, including many 
well-known singers and musicians, su:n as 
Mr. Mark Hambourg, Sir Landon Ronald 
and Mr. Peter Dawson, went down to the 
factory of the Gramophone Company at

A special meeting of the Joint Committee 
of the Grangegorman ‘Mental Hospital was 
held on Saturday last to consider the judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Meredith in the case of 
Woods and others v. the Joint Committee, 
which had been. delivered on the 17th inst. 

Mr. C. M. Byrne, Chairman, presided, 
and there were present :—Mrs. oe S 
Messrs. T. F. McGahon, M. Campbell, P. 
Curran, Senator T, Foran; Dr. Dwyer, and 
Mr. P. J. Hernon (Dublin Commissioners) ; 
Messrs. J. Everett, T.D.; F. K. Carroll, 
T. O'Connor, W. J. O'Neill, J. J. Sheil. 

The Chief Clerk, Mr. J. J. Doyle. read 
a letter signed by the Secretary of the 
Department of Local Government, stating 
that the Committee had now to considet 
the judgment, and continuing :—‘‘The Coun- 
cils, acting through the Committee, were 
given power by the Local Government Act. 
1898, to appoint officers, who were to be 
paid such remuneration as might he 
assigned to them. Menta] Hospita 
mittees generally entertain the view that 
the statute gives them power to vary the 
rate of pay of their subordinate staff from 
time to time as they think proper. This 
view was supported á the judgment of the 
Fresident of the High Court and Mr. Jus- 
tice O'Byrne in the case of Chambers an# 
others v. Mayo County Council, and by Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan in Gallagher's case, 
Mr. Justice Meredith, on the other hand. 
holds that the statute has not reserved a 
power to annul an assignment of salary to 
an officer, It would fololw from this 
that, when an officer is assigned a salary, 
it is assigned to him once and for all. and 
it cannot be altered, except by way of in- 
crease. 

“The situation which this decision creates 
cannot but be viewed with the greatest con- 
cern, not only by the Grangegorman Men- 
tal Hospital Committee, but by every local 
authority, and it is clear that the Joint 
Committee cannot afford to leave the matter 
in the dubious position in which it now 
stands, but must try and establish beyond 
doubt what are their powers in relation to 
expenditure on salaries. At the hearing 
ot the recent action the learned judge con- 
templated that, in any event, his decision 
would be taken to the Supreme Court for 
review. Judgment having been given for 
the plaintiffs, it is for the Committee to 
take steps by appeal to the Supretne Court 
to have the matter in dispute determined 
finally—a course which the Minister regards 
as essential in the public interest.’ 

FAR-REACHING EFFECTS. 

A letter was also read from the Law 
Agent (Mr. T. J. Greene), who was pre- 
sent, stating that, if the judgment was to 
be held good, it would be impossible for 
the Joint Committee or their successors to 
carry on the business of a public institu- 
tion. Although the judgment had relation 
to the question of wages, it was hard to 
see how far-reaching it might be with re 
gard to other matters. He advised that 
an appeal should be taken to the Supreme 
Court. 

Mr. Mulvanny suggested that they should 
realise the responsibility of using the money 
of the taxpayers for the purpose of an 
appeal. 

t was suggested that the meeting ought 
to be adjourned until members had had an 
opportunity of considering: the judgment. 
lt was also mentioned that there were other 
cases pending before the Circuit Court, and 
that it would be well if they were adjourned 
pending the Committee’s decision in the 
present case. 

Mr. Everett asked whether the Minister 
for Local Government would accept any 
liability for costs; or if the Local Govern- 
ment Department was not liable.

Mr. Everett said that he was not going 
to vote £2,000 for an appeal when the 
ee was responsible for what had taken 

e. ; 

. Mr. Campbell said that hw realised the 
danger of wasting the ratepayers’ money 
on an appeal, e asked what were the 
costs of the action. 

Mr. Greene said that the Committee had 
advanced £400 for counsel’s fees. 

Mr. Sheil said that there should be no 
doubt whatever about having an appeal 
lodged. 

After further discussion it was agreed 
not to proceed further with the business, 
as a certified copy of the judgment was not 
before the meeting. 

A requisition was handed in in favour of 
summoning a special meeting of the Com- 
mittee for August 7th.

After an exciting dash to Swords, the Tara 
street section of the Dublin Fire Brigade, 
under Lieutenant Connolly, arrived in the 
village in time to prevent an explosion among 
six huge petrol tanks, each containing 500 
gallons, which had been placed in danger 
when the fire broke out in a garage at the 
rear of the residence of Mr. George Price, 
Main street, shortly after 12 o'clock on Satur- 
day night.

When an alarm was raised by a passer-by 
the fire had already made considerable hear! - 
way, and there was no little confusion as 
occupants of adjoining houses, some in their 
night attire, ran out into the street.

Price’s children. who had been asleep, were 
removed to safety. The whole village turned 
out, and, while furniture was being removed

GRANT OF VARTRY WATER 
0 NEW DISTRICTS, - 
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CROYDON PARK.

Mr. Seamus Murphy ided on Saturday 
at a meeting of .the Dublin City Commis- 
signers, at which Commissioners P. Hernon 
and Dr, W. C. Dwyer were also present. 

In accordance. with the recommendation of 
the. Local Appointments Commission, Dr. 
Brigid Lyons-Thornton, 89 South Mall, Cork, 
was appointed an Assistant Medical Officer of 
Health to act as Assistant School Medical 
Officer. 

A report of the Waterworks Committee was 
adopted recommending grant of Vartry water 
to the South Dublin Rural Council for Tere- 
nure and Crumlin. and to the North Dublin 
Conncil for Finglas Bridge and Coolock, 

The r t+ stated that a conference 
between the parties was convened by the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health, at which Mr. N. Dwyer, Engineering 
Inspector, presided. It was pointed out that 
a supply of water was required by the South 
‘Dublin Rural District Council to supplement 
the maximum supply which the Rathmines 
Council could supply, the quantity required 
being one and a half million gallons per 
week, . It was decided to grant the supply 
at a charge of sixpence per 1,000 gallons, 
with a charge of Is. per 1,000 gallons for 
any quantity taken in excess. 

if it is found that the supply to the Rural 
District is detrimental to the needs of the 
inhabitants of the County’ Borough, the con- 
tinuance of the supply is to be reconsidered 
with a view to other arrangements. 

In regard to Finglas Bridge, it was decided 
to grant a supply of Vartry water to the 
area, approximating to an allowance of 20 
gallons per head per day of the population 
supplied, the population to be a as an 
agreed figure between the Corporation and 
the Rural District Council, 

COOLOCK. 

In the case of Coolock, the proposal of the 
District Council was to lay a 6-inch main 
from Donnycarney Bridge to the Presbytery 
of St. Brendan's Catholic Church, Coolock, 
[he Corporation propose to lay a 9-inch main 
between Griffith avenue and Donnycartiey 
Bridge: and the City Engineer recommends 
that the supply be granted on the condition 
that the District Council] would pay the 
difference in cost between laying the 9-inch 
and 6-inch main for this latter length; the 
figure to be ascertained when the District 
Council has arranged with a contractor as to 
the actual cost of laying their 6-inch main 
from Donnycarney Bridge to Coolock, The 
quantity of water allowed will be on a simils- 
basis to that of Finglas Bridge, according to 
population. The price to he charged to the 
Council for the quantity allowed in each area 
will be at the rate of 8d. per 1,000 gallons. 
and at the rate of 1s. per 1,000 gallons for all 
water taken in excess of that quantity. 

On the recommendation of Commissioner 
Hernon, a report of the Finance and General 
Purposes Committee was adopted, recommend. 
ing the Jetting on lease for five years, at £60 
a year, of the field at Richmond road, Drum- 
condra, to the Drumcondra Association Foot- 
ball Climb. 

Dr. Dwyer recommended a scheme for the 
sale of houses in the Emmet_road extension 
housing area, in which he said that the total 
annuity pavinents and ground rents receivable 
from tenants’ purchases in the area amounted 
to £11,400 per annum. and the annual out- 
lay on the scheme in respect of 
capital charges on the scheme would he 
approximately showing a deficit of £1,456. 
The weekly payments had been fixed on the 
basis which applied to similar accommodation 
in other areas. 

The recommendation was approved of. 

PLAYING FIELDS PAVILION. 

Dr. Dwyer recommended the acceptance 
of the tender of Mr. Edward Power, Cabra, 
at £765, for the erection of a tennis pavilion 
at Croydon Park, and that of Messrs. H. and 
J. Martin at £350 for the erection of a foot- 
ball dressing shed on Marino Park. Exclud- 
ing these sums, approximately £2,000 had been 
expended on the levelling, sodding, fencing, 
ete., of these two playing fields, towards 
which the trustees of the Carnegie United 
Kingdom Trust had undertaken to contribute 
£1,200. 

The report was approved. 

The appointment of Mr. W. F. Johnston, 
B.E., as clerk of works ón the Abattoir re- 
construction was extended for a further period 
of six months as, owing to delay on the part 
of the equipment contractors, the North 
British Lifting and Moving Appliance Co., 
the contract would not be completed within 
that time. 

On the recommendation of Mr. Hernon, Mr. 
John J. Delahunty, B.A., was promoted to 
the vacancy in the City Accountant’s Depart- 
ment created by the death of Mr. M. H. De 
Courcy, Deputy City Accountant, at an in- 
clusive salary of £750 per annum. 

On the recommendation of the Chairman, 
it was agreed to take over control and main- 
tenance of St. Patrick’s Park as from the 
ólst March next. The late Lord Iveagh 
carried this out up to the time of his death, 
but the Iveagh Trust will not now continue 
the arrangement, as they consider that the 
time has come when the Corporation should 
assume control, The cost will amount to ap 
proximately £600 per annum. 
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TEACHING THE IRISH 
LANGUAGE. 

——_—_—_-¢}— 
SYSTEM CRITICISED, 

The present system of teaching Irish was 
adversely criticised at the meeting of the 
Westmeath County Committee of Agriculture 
aud Technical Instruction, which was held in 
Mallingar last Saturday. A letter was read 
from the Free State Department stating that 
on the Inspector’s visit to Miss Diffley’s Irish 
class at Cornamaddy at 6.30 p.m. on June 26 
last no class was in progress, that five pupils 
arrived within the ensuing half-hour, and 
that the register already was marked at six 
o'elock, showing an attendance of seven. The 
register for the second class was also marked 
in advance. 

Mr. M. J. Kennedy, T.D., said that he 
thought they should take a very serious view 
of this. He always disproved of the present 
scheme of class teaching, and this convinced 
him. that there was a good deal of make. 
believe and a lot of what was revealed in 
this case going on all over the country. 
People who were enthusiastic with regard 
to the language were convinced that the pre- 
sent system would accomplish nothing. He 
proposed that Miss Diffley be reprimanded 
and warned that if this occurs again she will 
be dismissed, 

This motion having been seconded, the 
Chairman (Monsignor Tangan) said that, 
while he agreed Miss Diffley acted irregu- 
larly in marking the register in advance, 
Mr. Kennedy’s proposal was too harsh. An 
admonition would suffice. 

The Secretary read an explanation from 
Miss Diffley, stating that her pupils had to 
attend dancing classes for feiseanna in 
Athlone and Mullingar 

Mr. ©. Allen—I do not know how any 
honest person could listen to that. and pass 
it over. It is the height of dishonesty--earn- 
ing money under false pretences. This, 
may say, did not come as a bombshell to 
me. I saw what happened at Irish classes 
in mv district. Mr. Kennedy has not gone 
one hit too far. You might as well give them 
their salary and leave them at home. 

Mr. John Casey, national teacher, Mill- 
town, said that he had great sympathy with 
the unfortunate Irish teachers. “ We have 
our patriots,” continued Mr. Casey, “ but 
the question is:

WORKMAN. CLARK 
SHARES 


ON WEDNESDAY. 


It is understood that judgment will be 
delivered in the House of Lords next Wednes- 
day in the case of Urquhart against Sperlin 
and Co., concerning the issue of £3,00,000 
| eckrben, Clark and Co., Ltd., debenture 

shares, which has given rise to very costly 
litigation. 

The history. of the formation of the well- 
known shipbuilding firm of Workman, Clark 
and Co., Ltd., and an account of what fol- 
lowed the issue of the shares is of consider- 
able interest. 

The firm of Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd., 

was founded in 1880 by the late Frank Work- 
man and his cousin, Sir George Smith Clark, 
now chairman of the Great Northern Rail- 
way Co. and director of the Bank of Ireland. 
Mr. Frank Workman and Sir George Smith 
Clark both were young men then, neither 
of them being over the age of 22 years. To 
such an extent did they prosper that all the 
shares in Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co., 
JAd., were sold forty years later—on the 
15th January, 1920—for £3,456,000, to the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Co., Ltd., of 
which Mr. R. A. Workman was Chairman, 
and Sir Edward Mackay Edgar, Bart., Vice- 
Chairman. The total cash capital subscribed 
by the former shareholders of Messrs Work- 
main, Clark and Co., Ltd., was only £360,000, 
so that on the sale ihevy got 960 per cent. 
of the original money sabscribed, 
_ In the action of Urquhart against Stracey 
and others, heard in Belfast, there was put 
in proof a letter from Messrs. Kleinwort, 
Sons and Co., 20 Fenchurch street, London, 
bankers, to Mr. R. A. Workman, setting 
ont the terms upon which the purchase price 
of the Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd., shares 
would be advanced by the hank to the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Company and 
repaid almost entirely out of the assets of 
Workman, Clark and Co., Lid. These assets, 
being the reserve fund of Workman, Clark 
and Co., Ltd., amounting to £1,600,000, and 
the proceeds of the £3,000,000 debenture 
issue of Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd.; then 
in contemplation,. were offered to the public 
on the llth February, 1920. It is this issue 
of debentures that has occasioned all the 
litigation which has been going on for years 
and is still proceeding in the Courts of 
Northern Lreland. 

The former directors of Workman, Clark 
and Co., Ltd., all retired on the sale to the 
new owners, save Mr. Frank Workman, 
Chairman of the company; Sir George Smith 
Clark and Mr. Charles E. Allan, joint 
managing directors; and Mr. George E. 
Clark, son of Sir George Smith Clark, who 
remained on as directors. Mr. Frank Work- 
man retired from the chairmanship of the 
company in or about a year after the sale 
of their shares 

THE PROSPECTUS. 

The prospectus or offer for sale of. the 
£3.000,000 stated that Messrs. Sperling and 
Company, of Basildon House, Moorgate street, 
dae. had purchased the entire issue for a 
net figure of £2.760,000, which had been 
received by the company, and were offering 
them to the public at the price of 95 per 
cent, The debentures were described as 7 
per cent. guaranteed first mortgage debenture 
stock of Workman, Clark and Company, 
Ltd., and the. entire assets of Workman, 
Clark and Company, Ltd., which included 
the shipyard, plant and stock, were valued 
in the prospectus at £4,012,100. The invest- 
ments of Workman, Clark and Company, 
Ltd., stated to be worth £1,600,000, and the 
net proceeds of the debenture issue, 
£2.760,000, giving a security to the debent.ve 
holders of over £38,000,000, and, in addition, 
the guarantee of the Northumberiand &1 ip- 
huilding Company, Ltd., as further security 
for principal, interest, and premium. 

There was a demand for the debentures, 
from the pubiic, far in excess of the amount 
offered. The company paid its 7 per cent. 
interest with absolute regularity every half- 
year up to and including the 1st August, 
1923. The debenture’ holders then received 
an intimation from the British, Canadian 
and. General Investment Co., Ltd., who were 
the trustees for the debenture issue, that they 
had caused special investigations to be made 
by their accountants into the affairs of Work- 
man, Clark and Company, Ltd., the Northum- 
berland Shipbuilding Company, Ltd., and 
the other companies controlled by the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Company, Lt}. 
Subsequently meetings of debenture holders 
were convened in London in August and Sep- 
tember, 1923, by the trustee company, when 
a resolution was passed, granting Workman, 
Ulark and Company, Ltd., moratorium in 
respect of debenture interest and redemption 
af debentures for five years, on the ground 
that the company was in very grave financia! 
difficulties. lt was explained that Workman, 
Clark and Company, Ltd., had lent to the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Company, 
Ltd., several million pounds, including the 
total proceeds of the debenture issue. Thie 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Company, Ltd., 
had partly repaid these loans, for which 
previously they had given no security, by 
transferring to Workman, Clark and (Com 
pany, Ltd., the total share issue of two of 
their subsidiary companies, the Lanarkshire 
Steel Company, Ltd., and John Watson. 
Ltd., a colliery company, and had further 
issued to Workman, Clark and Company, 
Ltd., £2,500,000 in B preference shares. It 
was stated that the companies were paying no 
dividend at that time on the B preference 
shares of the Northumberland Shipbuilding 
Company, Ltd., had never paid a dividend, 
and were not likely to do so in the imme- 
diate future. 

The result of the meetings of the debenture 
holders, which were at times stormy, was 
that the Board of Directors of Workman, 
Clark and Company, Ltd., was entirely re- 
constituted, and the new board was given 
power to raise £300,000, with priority to the 
debentures,: in order to keep the company 
going, and give it a chance of recovery, the 
alternative being immediately to close down 
the shipyard, which would have extinguished 
any hope of the debenture holders recovering 
their money from the company. Many de- 
benture holders took strong views as regards 
the directors’ liability for what had occurred, 
and expressed them freely at the meetings. 
One of them, Mr. Tucker, a Devonshire 
farmer, immediately issued a writ againsi 
Workman, Clark and Company, Ltd.; the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Company, 
Ltd. ; the members of the firm of Sperling 
and Company, Mr. R. A. Workman, Mr. W 
O. Workman, Sir John Esplen, Sir 
Edward M. Edgar, Mr. Frank Workman, 
Sir George Clark, and Mr. Charles Allan, 
his claim being for damages for loss alleged 
to have been sustained under three heads— 
conspiracy, misrepresentation (in regard to 
statements contained in the prespectus), and 
the liability of directors under the Companies 
Acts. 

COMMITTEE OF DEBENTURE-HOLDERS. 

This action was taken in London, and in it 
Mr. Tucker was supported by a committee 
representing a number of debenture-holders, 
presided over by Mr. Philip Bright (son of 
the famous John Bright). Mr. Tucker, how- 
ever, died before the case could be brougnt to 
trial. Simultaneously with the formation of 
the. debenture-holders’ committee in London 
a corresponditig committee came into being 
in Ireland to protect the interests of trish 
debenture-holders, and meetings were held in 
the Chamber of Commerce in Dulin and in 
Belfast. .The chairman of the Irish com- 
mittee was Mr. James Hewett, of Dublin. 

After Mr. Tucker's death, Mr. William 
Urquhart, a coachbuilder in Belfast, issued 
a writ in the High Court of Northern Ireland 
against the same defendants, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. W. 0. Workman, and received 
the support of both the English and Irish 
debenture-holders’ committees, which then 
amalgamated for the furtherance of the 
common interests of those they represented 
through the medium of the Urquhart action, 
which came to trial in Belfast before the 
Right Hon. Mr. Justice Brown and a special 
jury on Thursday, 27th October, 1927, and 
terminated, after lasting twenty days, on 
29th November, without the deiendants being 
called upon to open their defences, as Mr. 
Justice Brown, on the applications of the 
defendants, and as the result of Jegal argu- 
ments which occupied a fortnight, ruled that 
there ‘was no evidence given by the plaintiff 
fit for him te submit to the jury of misrepre- 
sentation, conspiracy, of liability under the 
Companies Acts in respect af the conduct of 
any of the defendants, save the partners of 
the firm of ling and Com , Mr. R A. 
Workman, Sir Edward Muca Edgar, and 
gé Northumberland Shipbuilding Company, 

By agreement with the plaintiff, Messrs 
Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd., had been 
dismissed from the action before the trial, 
and, therefore, they were not concerned in 
the actual trial, nor are they concerned in 
any of the litigation at present pending. Mr. 
William Strachan, secretary of Messrs. W ork- 
man. Clark and Co., Ltd., gave evidence on 
behalf of the plaintiff at the trial in regard 
to Messrs. Sperling and Co., the Northumber- 
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man and Sir Edward Mackay Edgar, and 
upon the ruling of Mr. Justice Brown, that 
there was no evidence fit to submit to the 
jury as to misrepresentation in the prospectus, 
these defendants applied for leave to amend 
their defence by elaine in court r cent. 
of the nominal value of the plaintiff's deben- 
tures, while continuing to deny liability. 
Leave was granted to make the lodgment, 
and” the plaintiff drew out the money so 
lodged. His leading counsel, Mr. F&F. 
S. Murphy, K.C., M.P., intimated, haw- 
ever, that an appeal would be _ taken 
against the judge’s ruling. This appeal 
was taken, and occupied sixteen days in the 
Court of Appeal. in Northern Ireland, this 
Court consisting of the Lord Chief Justice 
(the Right Hon. William Moore) and Lords 
Justices Andrews and Best. 
APPEAL TO HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Delivering their reserved judgment, the 
Court unanimously decided that Mr. Justice 
Brown was wrong in all the directions he 
gave in favour of the defendants at the 
trial; that there was evidence to be sub- 
mitied to the jury against all the defendants 
on every charge; and. directed a new trial 
of the action, and awarded the plaintiff costs 
of the previous trial, as well as costs of the 
appeal. The defendants then appealed to the 
House of Lords, and the hearing of that 
appeal started on Monday, 10th June, and 
lasted for nine days. The Law Lords were 
Lords Sumner, Blanesburgh, Atkin, Tomlin, 
and Thankerton, and they, having heard the 
opening statement of counsel on behalf of 
the defendants, appellants, decided, without 
calling on the plaintiff, respondent, that the 
Court of Appeal was right in reversing the 
ruling of Mr. Justice Brown that there was 
no evidence fit to submit to the jury that, 
under the provisions of the Companies Act, 
the prospectus was issued by Workman, 
Clark and Co., Litd., thereby deciding one 
point in favour of the plaintiff. The other 
points at issue await the judgment of the 
House of Lords. 

In the meanwhile another action, with five 
debenture holders as plaintiffs, was started 
in Belfast against the same defendants. It 
is entitled Forrest and others v. Sir George 
‘Snitith Clark and others. It is now ready for 
trial, and will, it is understood, begin in 
Belfast before a judge and jury at the begin- 
ning of the Michaelmas term. 

It is also understood that there is a virta 
of litigation in preparation at present in con 
nection with the prospectus offering £3,000,000 
first mortgage debenture stock of Messrs. 
Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd., as hendreds 
of writs, with thousands of debenture holders 
as plaintiffs, are in course of issue, or lave 
Leen issued in Belfast. 

EXPENSIVE LITIGATION, 

It is estimated ‘that this is the most ex- 
pensive litigation that ever has been con- 
ducted in Ireland. Counsel for the plaintitis 
in the Urquhart action were - Messrs. EF. 
S. Murphy. K.C., of Belfast: A. K. Overend., 
K.C., of Dublin; William Lowry,. K.C., of 
Belfast, and John H. S. =a.ussell, of 
Dublin. Mr. A. 8S. Comyns Carr, h.€., 
of London, also was: connected with the 
preparation of the plaintiffs’ case, and ap- 
peared as a spectator at the opening of the 
trial in Belfast. He is not a member of the 
Irish Bar. The statement of claim was signed 
by the Irish counsel mentioned and by Mr. 
S. L. Brown, K.C., who, however, had te- 
tired from practice before the case came to 
trial, but, nevertheless, was an interested 
listener at the opening of the trial in Belfast. 
The counsel for the defendants were the 
Right Hon, A. B. Babington, Attorney- 
General for Northern Ireland; Messrs. .”. H. 
Monroe, KC. » 5 H. Robb. K.C. : d. M. 
Whittaker, K.C.: J. McGonagle, K.C.; J. A. 
Pringle, K.C.; William Beattie, K.C.; ! 
Ellison, E. Warnock, A. Black, M.P.; E. . 
McKean and 8. C. Porter. 

In the course of the trial Mr. J. A. David- 
son, K.C., M.P.. appeared specially for one 
of the London banks, whose representative 
gave evidence and produced their ledgers. It 
is said, and it is readily understandable, that 
the trial of the action cost over £40,000 
actualiv expended during the time it lasted, 
between all the parties; and that in like 
manner the appeal before the Court of Appeal 
in Belfast cost £20,000, and the hearing 
before the House of Lords probably cost more, 
as distinct from all the expense and outlay 
necessary for preparing for trial which must 
have amounted to a very large figure. The 
hooks lodged in the House of Lords for the 
purposes of the appeal were in four volumes, 
which is, in itself, almost unique. In the 
House of Lords the plaintiff was represented 
by the same counsel as appeared for him in 
Belfast: but the defendants had the aid of 
additicnal counsel. 

The appeal was opened on behalf of 
appellant defendants by Mr. H. P. Mae- 
Millan, K.C., a member of the Scottish Bar, 
who was supported by Mr. Stewart Bevan, 
K.C., and Mr. J. H. Stamp, K.C., both of 
the English Bar, as well as Mr. Warnock, of 
Belfast. Other appellant defendants were re- 
presented by Mr. Wilfred Green, K.C.. of the 
English Bar, with Mr. J. M. 
K.C., and Mr, Marriott, of the English Bar.

From Ovr TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 

The heat was intense at Sanduwn yester- 
day; indeed, it was the hottest day we have 
had this year, and in the evening a terrific 
storm burst all over the country. ‘The ve!ume 
of rain that fell in the short space of time 
that the storm occupied was sucked up by 
the parched ground, and it did little real 
good. To make conditions anything like 
normal we want a steady downpour of at 
least forty-eight hours. 

The going was passably fair at Sandown, 
the artificial irrigation having promoted the 
good growth of grass which took some of 
the jar out of the ground. It was a steady, 
interesting day’s racing, with the National 
Breeders’ Produce Stakes and the Sandown 
Anniversary Cup on the card. It was in 
the former race that The Tetrarch ac- 
complished that phenomenal performance 
when he got up to win after being left at 
the post, which Donoghue, who rode him, 
has described so graphically in his 
reminiscences. 

Some years later Tetratema won it, and 
the tradition .was carried on yesterday, when 
the race fell to Queen of the Nore, a 
daughter of Tetratema, whom Mr. Persse 
trains for Major Dermot McCalmont, and 
who was making her first appearance on 
the turf. Queen of the Nore, a superb filly, 
a chestnut in colour, and with the great 
hind leverage that is characteristic of hér 
stock. 

She is a sister to Fourth Hand, who won 
the Irish Two Thousand Guineas a few years 
ago, and was afterwards exported, but she 
is a far finer individual than he was, and 
Mr. Persse had evidently tried her highly, 
for she was roundly supported to beat 
Fair Diana, who started with a fractional! 
call over the Aga Khan’s Quarrat-al-Ain. 
QURRAT-AL-AIN UNLUCKY. 

Last week's Newmarket winner, Silver 
Cloud, was started again, as was Lieutenant- 
Colonel Loder’s colt by Phalaris out of Dutch 
Mary, a big good-looking colt who, perhaps, 
needs more time. Qurrat-al-Ain has done 
well since she won at Ascot, and she was 
véry cool and unruffled in the paddock. The 
fact that she fimeshed unplaced does not in 
my opinion mean that she has been over- 
rated, for whereas Queen of the Nore had all 
the good luck of the race, she had more than 
her share of the bad luck. 

Queen of the Nore was drawn on the rails 
next to Lady Abbess, and when the gate 
went up the latter swerved violently to the 
‘left and sent the others flying. I thought 
that Qurrat-al-Ain was the chief sufferer, and 
Beary said afterwards that his mount was 
driven bang against the rails on the stand 
side of the course. She was completely 
thrown off her balance and was never going 
smoothly, so that when Beary saw that he 
could never reach the leader he did not, ride 
her out. 

Queen of the Nore through being on the 
right of Lady Abbess escaped all the inter- 
ference, and she ra away in front like ah 
old hand who thoroughly understood what 
was required of her. When they had gone 
half way Fair Diana had taken closer order, 
but she did not go through with it like 
Queen of the Nore, who beat her a Jength and 
a half. Lady Abbess was third three parts 
of a length behind. She, it will be remem- 
béred, had finished well behind Qurrat-al-Ain 
in the Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot, which 
goes to prove that the form of Royal 
Minstrel’s half-sister was all wrong. 

A GREAT CONTEST. 

Queen of the Nore was receiving 9lb. from 
Qurrat-al-Ain, and when the pair come to 
meet at evens it should bea great contest, for 
though the newcomer, as I have said. had all 
the luck, there is no doubt that she is an 
exceptionally good two-year-old. Queen of 
the Nore’s dam, Queen’s Double, is a 
Bachelor’s Double mare. 

The Sandown Anniversary Cup was won by 
Ghost Train, whom Lord Woolavington 
bought a few weeks ago for a sum round 
£6,000 and sent to Mr. Gilpin to be trained. 
There were several better favourites in the 
race, and Ghost Train, after opening at 9 to 
4, gradually went out to 6 to 1. 

hen he won the Esher Cup Ray made 
strong running all the way with him.- Here 
the running was made by The Cheerful 
Abbot, with Ghost Train second, half a length 
or go behind. Coming into the straight The 
Cheerful Abbot was just clear, but at the 
distance Ghost Train went to the front. His 
first challenger was Mara, but she could not 
sustain it, and then the optsider, Booklet, 
had a cut, but he could not reach Ghost 
Train, who won by a length and a half.

Sir 
John «: d it was a great gratification to him 
and his brother to know that the tourna- 
ments played for the Cup had been so suc- 
cessful, and that such a rosy outlook for the 
future of the competition was predicted by 
the leading golfers of Leinster. It would 
have given a great deal of satisfaction to 
their father to know that the Cup would 
produce a competition that had given rise to 
so much interest among the golfers for whom 
he worked so long in Leinster, and that if 
had produced so many promising young 
players. In that connection he could not 
avoid referring to another phase of golf in 
which his father had taken a deep interest— 
the provision for the people of a municipal 
course, 

GOLF AND THE HEALTH OF THE 
PEOPLE. 

The recent movement for the provision of 
a course in the Park had failed, as they 
knew, for various reasons; one, no doubt, 
being the fact that Dublin was so ex- 
traordinarily well catered for in golf. No 
city in the British Isles was so well equipped 
in the matter of golf courses as bubli 
None the less, he thought it a pity that 
they had failed through want of public 
support, and he expressed the hope that 
the day would come when ‘they would be 
able to establish in the Pheonix Park a 
public golf course. 

In the year 1888, when he (Sir John) was 

a schoolboy, he wrote an article on the new 
"Ean (for ‘golf was then a new game in 
this country) for one of the magazines, and 
for which he was awarded a prize. In 
that article he ventured a staienient that 
was almost prophetic; for he expressed the 
view that if Ireland took up golf seriously, 
and went in less for politics, it would be 
for the lasting benefit of the country. Golf 
had been a means of bringing together on 
the golf links men of all opinions, and he 
really did think that it had been a very 
important and beneficial thing for their 
country. Golf had: become a most serious 

matter also for the ‘health of the people. It 
brought all sorts of people into the 
fresh air, and it kept them in health. He 
had little doubt, if one might quote from 
actuarial figures, that the length of life was 
being increased. And one of the factors 
in that increase had been golf. 

The toasts included ‘‘The Donor of the 
Cup” (proposed by Mr. G. B. Butler), and 
“Our Guests,” proposed by Mr. T. Cleary, 
and responded to by Messrs. William Dowse 
and F, E. Davies.

THE OUTLOOK. 

Signs of financial weakness are still accumu- 
lating, and apparently further liquidation 
must be expected before the position is 
straightened out, so that it is impossible to 
take a hopeful view of the immediate outlook 
for markets.

One aspect of the underwriting scandals to 
which so much attention hag been drawn is 
worth consideration. Many companies have 
been handicapped by the uncertainty regard- 
ing payments of instalments by underwriters 
to whom a large proportion of shares has 
been allotted. Practically every prospectus 
contains a clause providing for the cancella- 
tion of shares and the forfeiture of payments 
already made on the failure to pay any in- 
stalment when due. The unfortunate share- 
holders in some of these companies might well 
take measures to insist on this clause becom-

advantage to them would be that a discredit- 
able connection would be severed, the com- 
pany would know exactly where it ‘stands 
financially, and the way would be cleared, 
where substance lies behind the prospects of 
the’ company, for obtaining why on clean 
lines. .Too often money in hand has beén 
dissipated while fruitless efforts have been 
made to force underwriters to fulfil their 
pledges. .

The holiday season, aided by the of 
fine weather, is making itself felt in this 
centre, and there is little of interest to re-.

It is interesting to 
note that, according to authoritative sources 
in London, an important fusion has been ar- 
ranged of New Zealand and Australian dairy 
marketing interests, the two faetors being the 
Amalgamated Dairies, Ltd., representing the 
New Zealand interests, and the Australian 
Producers’. Co-operative Federation. Litd., 
whose London representatives are Overseas 
Farmers, Ltd., representing the Australian in- 
terests. The primary objects of this fusion 
are the sale and development of the market- 
ing of the goods of the Empire co-operative 
dairy produce, as distinct from the produce 
from foreign sources. Dairy produce from 
foreign sources is arriving. in the English 
market in.increasing quantity each year, and 
it has heen borne in on the minds of the more 
thoughtful of the producers in New Zealand 
and Australia that, unless some cohesive 
action is taken, the Colonial interests must 
suffer in comnetition with foreign produce, 
which is marketed under careful administra- 
tion, and enjoys a superior geocraphical loca- 
tion to the English markets. The producers 
of Australia and New Zealand by thus co- 
onerating their markets have no intention of 
attempting to control markets, as they 
recognise that they can only obtain a reason 
able market price, according to quality, but 
it is their wish at least to maintain thei: 
position on the English market against the 
growing trade in foreign imports. With re- 
gard to Canada it is stated that the Dominion 
is one of the best customers which the United 
States possess, yet the Tariff Committee of 
the House of Representatives at Washington 
have recorded to Congress a bill, which, if 
passed, will cripple the trade in Canadian 
sroduce across the international boundary. 

t seems clear that Canada in her search for 
permanent markets must again turn to the 
United Kingdom.

BUSINESS DIFFICULT TO 
CONCLUDE. 
From Our ComMerciaL CORRESPONDENT. 


LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

The forward move in tropical produce 
prices has continued, and on the week a sub 
stantial advance’ has been recorded in thé 
chief commodities At the same time busi 
ness has been diiiicult to negotiate, especially 
in the palm oil section, importers and con- 
sumers- at times being content to look on. 
Lagos spot material could be had for £35 
10s. Od. With transit oil, however, it is’ an- 
other matter, and bids of 5s. more fail to 
find response. Softs on the spot have been 
dune at £55 10s. Od. down to £35 5s, Od., 
which latter price has also been paid for 
July-August. For September-October £35. 5s. 
was made, but buyers now offer ls. ód. to 
2s. 6d. under this figure. Medium oils have 
been rather quiet around £35 15s. Od., higher 
levels meeting with no response from buyers. 
For hards it has been difficult to find sellers, 
and £36 15s. Od. is the nearest value afloat 
or shipment. There have been buyers of 
Sherbros on spot at £34 15s. Od., and at this 
level quite a good business transpired. For 
August-September shipment £35 5s. OQd. is 
the ruling rate, with September-October at 
£35 10s. Od. Following are spot quotations 
of oil:—Lagos, £35 10s. Od.; Sherbros, £54 
15s. Od.; Opobo, £35 5s. Od.; Benin, 
£35 15s. Od.; and Niger, £36 15s. 

Palm kernels have changed freely to the 
North Continent, up to £19 10s. Od. being 
freely paid for all positions, including June- 
July, and Jater 2s. 6d. more for July-August, 
August-September and September-October 
shipment.
